THE FARMERS SIMPLIFY 
THE ISSUE. 


The new McNary-Haugen bill has been reported 
to the senate with the indorsement of its commit- 
tee on agriculture. The bill has the support of 
most of the organized farmers of the nation. The 
changes made in the bill since it was vetoed at 
the last session of congress indicate anything 
but the doctrinaire attitude toward their problems 
which farmers have been accused of maintaining. 
They have modified their bill to meet the criti- 
cisms of the administration. | 

The farm leaders have had to face two kinds 
of opposition. Some of their opponents have 
thought, though they have not always said it, that 
nothing should be done by the federal govern- 
ment to relieve agricultural depression. It is that 
viewpoint which has prompted the farmers to 
suggest from time to time the repeal of the 
tariffs on manufactured goods. They have said 
that if the government can exert itself .on behalf 
of manufacturers it can exert itself on behalf of 
the farmers, too, without doing violence to con- 
stitutional. principles. The farmers’ position we 
believe unassailable. More than that, it is to their 
credit that, though they have met one rebuff after 
another, they have continued to press for positive 
relief rather than negative and vindictive action 
against the industrial and financial interests which 
have opposed them, The threats against the tariff 
on manufactured goods thus far have been made 
largely for rhetorical effect, but there is a limit 
to patience. It is hardly conceivable that the 
farmers will continue to take punishment indef- 
nitely without striking hatck. 

Those who conscientiously wish to do some- 
thing to improve the position of agriculture in 
this country have presented two programs. The 
President and itary of Agriculture Jardine 
believe in codperative marketing. They think 
the government’s credit can be loaned to the farm- 
ers’ cobperatives to enable them to dispose of the 
crops systematically without eevere price depres- 
sions at harvest time and without violent fluc- 
tations of price between lean years and fat years. 

The organized farmers have maintained that 
cotperation alone is not enough. They have 
evolved the plan of equalization fees to enable a 
f@ieral farm board to remove the surplus crops 
from the country, and thus permit the rest of the 
crop to be sold in the United States at a tariff- 
protected price. The farmers say, with much rea- 
son, that the tariff at present does not protect 
them, because their trops are bought at the world 
price instead of the tariff-protected price. The suc- 
cessive McNary-Haugen bills have been concerned 
chiefly with setting up the machinery for removing 
the surpluses. 

The new McNary bill departs from its prede- 
cessors in this respect: it withholds the operation 
of.the equalization fee principle until after ordi- 
nary coOperative marketing, as recommended by 
the administration, has been tried without success. 
Only if cotperation fails in achieving what its 
friends say it cannot fail to accomplish is the 
other method to be attempted. 

With this new bill the farmers have placed 
themselves in a strong position. Advocates of co- 
operation cannot Oppose the bill and continue to 
state that codperation is a certain remedy for 
farm depression; indeed, exactly to the extent that 
they have confidence in codperation they must 
lend support to the bill. Opponents of the earlier 
McNary bills could do so either as friends of co- 
operation or as opponents of farm relief of any 
sort. Those who oppoere this bill will write them- 
selves down as opponents of all forms of farm 
relief. 

We do not mean to suggest that the bill as 
drafted is beyond bettering. The farmers wil! 
welcome advice from economists, financiers, and 
others trained in such matters as they have hith- 
erto. They will pay little attention to their so- 
called friends who have nothing to gay but no. 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR 
SHIPPING. 


Under existing conditions, it seems to have been 
proven that private owners cannot operate ships 
without government aid of some sort and make 
enough profit to attract the capital necessary for 
maintenance and expansion. The government as 
owner has shown that it can make no profit 
mifltions. 

Govergment sid appears the only ready solution. 
ft can be given in two ways. First, by the repeal 
of artificial discriminations against American ship 
ping, such as those laid down in the La Follette 
on real service rendered. The government can 
grant long term mail contracts on generous terms: 
it can recompense owners for bullding ships capa- 
ble of conversion into naval! auxiliary vessels, and 
it can set up a revolving shipbuilding fund, as sug- 
gested in the Hurley pian, for loan at reasonable 
interest. 
Such a plan appears to be the only alternative 
to government ownership or an absolute relaxa 
tion of @ merchant marine project. With govern 


ment ownership the country will have another 
bureaucratic system and an annual deficit defi- 
nitely saddled on it. With government aid, the 
‘amount of assistance can be tempered to the ne 


eventual private ownership vanishes for good. 
With government aid, private ownership is a pres- 
ent fact and complete private ownership always 
an attainable goal. 


FEDERALISM FOR 
DISCONTENTED EUROPE. 


went to Strasbourg to tell an assembly of Alsatian 
mayors what his government was going to do 
about the separatist movement. M. Poincare inti- 
mated that France was going to do a lot of things, 
including placing some of the leaders of the sep- 
aratist movement on trial. He intimated that the 
French government had evidence that the German- 
speaking Alsatians had sought support from, other 
non-Frepch speaking peoples under French rule, 
including the Basques, the Flemings, the Corsicans, 
and the Bretons. Speaking over the heads of the 
mayors he was addressing, he reminded the inhab- 
itants of Alsace and Lorraine that they were 
French and were going to stay French and they 
might as well make the best of it. ) 
More recently, Mussolini has been reminding the 
German-speaking Tyroleans who were transferred 


=| to Italy after the war that they, too, had best 
accept the fact and cease their plaintive outcries. |. 


They must be Italians or nothing and were free 
‘to choose. The vehemence of Mussolini, like the 
vehemence of M. Poincare, suggests that the con- 
quered provinces are more than discontented; they 
are restive. | 

One reason for this condition is the nature of 
the French and Italian governments, The concen- 
tration of power in Paris and Rome tends to make 
of the citizen in the provinces a subject who does 
what a governor sent from the capital tells him 
he may do. Centralization in France has not pro- 
gressed to the extent it has in Italy under the 
Vascisti, but to the observer with American tradi- 
tions the two systems will appear more alike than 
different. 

The American theory of local autonomy and fed- 
eral union has served to obviate many of the dis- 
contents aroused by centralization. Italy is in no 
mood for decentralization, but it offers much to 
France. A status corresponding to statehood for 
Alsace and Lorraine might go a long way toward 
tranquilizing them permanently. 

American experience indicates that the language 
difficulty takes care of itself. In this country we 
permit alien groups to speak foreign tongues and 
even to use foreign languages in their schools and 
church services. The practical value of English 
so far transcends the sentimental value of native 
tongues that for the most part the foreign lan- 
guage disappears within two generations, Occasion- 
ally, in isolated communities, it persists, but alien 
languages have never seriously menaced American 
solidarity. Chicago has been called the sixth Ger- 
man city and, before the war, any child whose par- 
ents wished him to learn German was taught the 
language in school, but it is safe to say that the 
number of Chicagoans who can speak German is 
dwindling steadily. Even what has been called Die 
Schoenste Lengevitch, a dialect which included at 
least as many English as German elements, is 
seldom heard. A policy of force could hardly have 
achieved the same result in so short a time, and a 
policy so wisely liberal toward alien languages 
would never, we believe, have been decreed by a 
céntral educational authority in Washington. 


GOOD WATER AND SOUND 
“GOVERNMENT. 


Representatives of the health departments of 
eight states bordering the great lakes have met in 
conference at Gary, Ind., and agreed to codperate 
in preventing the pollution of the common water 
supply. The immediate object is to prevent pollu- 
tion by industrial plants such as those in the 
Calumet district of Chicago, which have been dis- 
charging carbolic acid into the lake and making 
the water unpalatable. 

The method of preventing pollutjon was not 
fully determined by the conference but there ap- 
pears to bé a distinct leaning toward codperation 
between the states. That method we believe is 
superior in all respects to reliance upon the federal! 
government either as law maker or law enforcer. 
Health Commissioner King of Indiana, who is 
chairman of the committee charged with devising 
the plan of codperation, has shown the way in 
bis own jurisdiction by using his powers to require 
the towns and industries of the Calumet region 
to cease pouring untreated wastes into Lake 
Michigan. Much progress has already been 
achieved. Similar efforts by health officials of 
other jurisdictions will bring about the desired re- 
sult promptly and permanently. 

The purity of the drinking supply of*the com- 
munities on the great lakes is a matter which, 
we believe, they are competent to deal with with- 
out federal help. The state and local governments 
have full power to regulate sewage disposa] in 
the interest of public health. No official and no 
bureau at Washington is likely to have an inter- 
est in cleaning up the lakes comparable to the in- 
terest of the communities directly concerned. 

A bill has been introduced in this congress at 
the request of a number of Ohio river cities which 
find their drinking supply fouled by the coking 
plants at Pittsburgh much as Chicago’s water is 
polluted by the plants at the foot of the lake. 
The bill empowers the engineers of the war de 
partment to require industrial plants under penalty 
to change their practices in the interest of a 
sweet tasting water supply for Cincinnati and 
other river towns. The codperative effort of the 
lake states impresses us as a better way of 
achieving the same end. We cannot and we ought 
not to rely upon Washington to solve problems for 
es which we can handle ourselves.

T seems evident that very much the 
best treatment for hookworm is car- 
bon tetrachloride. In doses of from 
about 35 minims to 45 minims in 

adults and proportionate doses in chil- 
dren, it will remove 95 to 100 per cent 
of the worms. It is not often that a 
second round of the medicine is required. 
It is so efficacious and dependable, and 
at the same time ¢o easily administered 
and so safe, that most of the laboratory 
work has been eliminated, | 

In certain countries where practically 

everybody has hookworm, the entire pop- 
ulation, without regard to age, sex, or 
previous condition of servitude, has been 
lined up and each given a dose of car- 
bon tetrachloride as he passed the doc- 
tor’s box. A little farther do the line 
every person got a dose of salts. That 
was the entire proceeding. No labora- 
tory examination, no checking, no repe- 
tition of the dose. No anything. 


But after this had been going on for 

a while and a few -thousand, or a few 

million, people had been treated, it was 

found that certain precautions were nec- 
essary. 


acutely drunk should be treated with 
carbon tetrachloride. It was too dan- 
gerous. All such should be left to sleep 
with their worms until they had taken 
the cure and even remained sober a long 
time. 

Another was that food in the stomach 
made the worm medicine dangerous. 
Therefore, all candidates for the treat- 
ment must be starved for twelve hours 
or more before being treated, and for a 
few hoars afterwards. — 

Another was that round worms some- 
times made trouble when carbon tetra- 
chloride was present. This remedy for 
hookworm is powerless against round 
worms. It seems to stir them up. In 


carbon tetrachloride they are likely to 
make trouble. Therefore, Drs. Lamson, 
Minot and Robbins advocate giving a 
course of wormseed to clear out the 
round worms before giving carbon tetra- 
chloride for hookworm. 

Finally, these experienced physicians 
found that carbon tetrachloride some- 
times caused trouble because the system 
lacked lime. They advise a milk diet 
and lime internally for a period before 
giving the remedy. To physicians they 
say, if a case of carbon tetrachloride 
poisoning develops, treat the case by 
lime medication as used by physicians

Rather than protest 
against a decision and receive the dis- 
approval of a strange audience, they 
accept any ruling short of. robbery 
Here again the diplomatic manager is 
invaluable in fair play. 

Protests Might Help. 

A polite but firm protest might have 
saved Helen Wills from waiting an 
hour on the courts before Suzanne 
Lenglen appeared for their now fa- 
mous match. It might have saved 
William Tilden from going to pieces 
in the French open final against Rene 
La Coste when an obscure line official 
called half a dozen straight foot faults 
on Big Bill. 

No doubt such a manager might 
have prevented unpleasantness at the 
Franco-American Rugby match in the 
Olympics four years ago. What the 
Frenchmen thought was unnecessary , 
roughness and cruelty on the part of, 
the husky Yanks was merely hard 
playing the untrained European foot- 
ball teams never dreamed: of. That 
day the Americans needed an inter- 
preter to explain the new world grid 
tactics. An explanation might have 
prevented the riot which followed.

NEW JOBS FOR OLD 


BY HARPER LEECH. 
Here is an interesting sidelight on 
the question of creating new jobs for 
men displaced by machinery and in- 


creased shop efficiency. 
The report of the American Telephone 


and Telegraph company for 1927 shows 
that the Bell system, on Dec. 31, 1920, 
had a total of 231,316 employés; on the 
game date in 1925, 293,095, and on Dec. 
$1, 1927, 308,911. The increase from 
2920 to 1928 was 77,595. The increase in 


1927 alone was §,283. 

This bears out very well the estimate 
of E. S. Gregg. quoted in this column of) 
Jan. 14. In estimating the new jobs 
created in this country «mh the period in 
which factory employment, as disclosed 
by the partial returns and indexes of 
the federal and state bureaus, showed a 
decline, Mr. Gregg arrived at a total 
of 2,100,000 new jobs—a number in éx- 
ceas of the decline in factory and rail- 
road jobs in the period he covered, but 
as shown in this column, just about 
enough to balance the simultaneous in- 
arease of the population of working age. 

Mr. Grege’s estimate of increased tele- 
phone employment was 50,000 and the 
corporation statement now shows that 
he was conservative as to that item. 
As the telephone industry is one in 
which capital plays such a great part in 
operations as compared to labor, and a 
great deal of capital invested may cre- 
ate few new jobs, the growth of employ- 
ment in it shows how jobs can be pro- 
vided for the country at large, if finan- 
ciers and business men keep everlast- 
ingly at it, and refuse to consider Amer- 
fea a finished country. 

‘In this period in which 77,595 new 
telephone jobs were created, it is inter- 
esting to observe that the number of 
telephones increased from 12,601,935 to 
18,365,486. In.the same period the num- 
ber of dial phones, which eliminate so 
many exchange jobs, jumped from 
157,095 to 2,550,170. 3 

“ While the Bell system was adding 
"7,595 employés, it gained about 250,000 
stockholders. It has about 200,000 more 
stockholders than workers, and 75,000 of 
the employ‘s own stock. 

Press dispatches have quoted Mr. 
Ethelbert Stewart of the United States 
‘bureau of labor statistics as expressing 
the opinion that we have passed into a 
foreseen critical period, in which labor 
saving by machinery has definitely over- 
taken and passed the creation of new 
jobs in new activities. 

Mr. Stewart naturally puts great store 
by the indexes of employment of his bu- 
reau, but it is worth noting that his in- 
dexes based on partial returns show be- 
tween 1923 and 1925 a decline of 8.9 per 
éent in factory employment, but the two 
censuses of manufacturing for those two 
years show a decline of only 4.4 per cent.

_ Steel production im the middle of 1924 
sank to almost the lowest volume since 
the war, yet the underlying influences 


making for business revival were already | 


in plain sight. The output exactly a 
year ago exceeded all monthly records, 
yet the beginning of the reaction in gen- 
eral trade which marked the last haif 
of 1927 came immediately afterward. 
No intimation whatever of th&t re- 
actionary trade was provided by the 
almost uninterruptedly rising stock mar- 
ket of 1927. The business man who had 
relied implicitiy on either barometer or 
industrial activity would have had rea-. 
son to regret it. ; 
These ‘instances of failure to indicate 
the immediate future are far from prov- 
ing that the stock market and the stee! 
trade are valueless in the field of proph- 
ecy. It is as true today &s it was a 
dozen years ago that rapidly increasing 
purchases of steel mean that other in- 
dustries are thereby preparing for in- 
creased activity of their own, and that a
